and had, as far as in him-lay, contributed towards 
it. He was a mathematical inftrument maker in 
Edinburgh, at the time when that gentlenian gave 
the two courfes of Experimental Philofophy a- 
bove mentioned ; and he voluntarily, without any 
reward, aflifting him in conduéting the experiments, 
and took the trouble of putting in order the ‘inftru- 
ments and machinery employed.

bi at the expence of hi? wine-merchant, and the ritk 
i of their lives, he is a * kind and hofpitable land- 
; Jord.” For fuch is the /a/hionable opinion, and, 
fuch opinions are daily brought forward in many of 
the morning newlpapers—to the great edification of 
the young brancks:s of a family, who may be.defired 
to read athe papers at breakfait to their papas and 
Mamasey - ;

To feduce’a young creature into proftitution, only

friends, of character, of eftimation in life, and of e- 
very fentiment which can render that life fapport-

to. the: fafrionable fufem, the higheft pinacle of 
~t_ fpitit” and~ glory ;”-fuch a feducer is envied, but 
{eldom hated—and he knows this, and boalts of the’ 
triumph fe has attained4-I need not add, what e- 
very j.rfon knows, ‘that the fentiments of the pre- 
fent day; re'« ing duels, are exactly in conformi- 
to Fafbicn, and not to be found in, or defended by, 


Such are fome of the Sentiments of the prefent 
day on moral actions. I have chofen to cal them 
fg Jhionable, becaufe I know of no other name which 
cin be applied to them. ‘hey are not eanfiftent 
with any known fyitem of morality ever pudlihed in 
any part of the known world. No man has ever fat 
d own to defend them by his pen, although many 
have recommended them in this way. They are di- 
ametrically oppofite to the genius, fpirit, and letter 
of the facred fyltem—and are equally oppofite to all 
and every writing on morality from the creation to 
the prefent time. They are, in fact, fupported mere- 
ly by Fa/bion, and they who practife them have no 
other fan&tion or inducement, than they have for 
wearing Artcis bucklzs, Marefhalle powder, Or any 
other fa/bionable ornament of drefs. A certain 
number of perfons of high, low, and middling rank 
have agreed to call a certain drefs /a/hionable, and 
wear it—and, by the fame common confent, they 
prastife a certain vice—and be what it will, it be- 
comes fufhionable too. 

I intended to have entered farther into this fub- 
je@, and to have mentioned. fome other /a/bionable 
fertinents which prevail, particularly on reading 5 
for there is a Fa/bion in that too-—but I have al- 
ready extended this paper to near its afual length, 
and fhall therefore only offer a refleClicn or two 

To follow the many changes of dreds which Fa- 
fhion digtates, may not be, in the opinion of many, 
dire@ly immoral ; nor do I think it is, provided we 


pleafe others than ourfelves. I fay, it may not be 
dircly immoral, akhough often very ridiculous. 
But when the time fhall come, that we practile vices 
from the impulfe of Fathion only, and follow the o- 
pinions of others, without attempting to think for 
ourfelves—-when we facrifice the principles of our 
youth to the pretended neceflities of fafhion and fol- 
ly—and when we adapt our opinions to our con- 
dust, before we have examined our conduét by our 
opinions—we have attained the higheft poflible de- 
gree of nawral degeneracy. We bring dilgeace on 
our country, and ruin on our families. q 
The names of vices may be changed, but their 
nature is unchangeable. Seduction and adultery 
may be called * harmlefs gallantry, and affairs of 
honour,”’ but they {till remain on the volume of eter- 
nal truth, in characters that cannot be erafed, and 
reprobated in a language which can never be chan- 
ged. In that volume, there is no ambiguity, no- 
thing unintelligible. It is adapted to human rea- 
fon, and leads co human happinefs. | Every fyitem 
that Fafhion may create, and folly propagate, is an 
empty delufion ; and he who attempts to fubvert the 
principles of morality, by fubftituting the inviting al- 
lyrements of pleafure, ‘is to be ranked —and ranked 
high — among the molt cruel enemies of mankind.

There is a confiderable traét of flat land along the river 
Ericht, upon which an extenfive manufaéture, requiring 
great command of water, might be eftablifhed, as an aque 
duét could be bronght off the river at @ higlt level, and a 2 
fall expence ; and there are feveral populous villages in the 
neighbourhoed.—The houfe is a fubllantial old houfe, late» 
ly repaired; and, at a fmall expence, might bé made com 
modious for a genteel family.
